RED CROSS SUPPLIES

Washington, April 21.—American Red 
Cross headquarters announced tonight 
that because of inability to secure per- 
mits from the entente allies for -ship- 
ments of supplies of any kind to the 
central powers it had become necessary 
to request all Red Cross chapters and 
other relief organizations to refrain 
until further notice from sending such 
supplies to the Brooklyn Terminal 
warehouse for shipment. 

Large quantities of goods for Ger- 
many and Austria have accumulated at 
the warehouse and apparently there is 
no immediate prospect of getting goods 
on hand to their destinations. 

Great Britain some time ago refused 
to allow rubber * and sheeting and 
other such hospital supplies to pass the 
blockade on the ground that they could 
be converted into rubber stock for mil- 
itary purposes. It has been denied that 
permits for all shipments have been 
refused, but Red Cross officials say that 
it has been impossible, nevertheless, 
to obtain the permits.

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ON GEORGIA GRANITE 


Congressman Howard Has the 
Barrier Removed in Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


Washington, April 21.—As a result 
of the efforts of William Schley How- 
ard, the commissioners of the District 
of Columbia have invited the Georgia’ 
granite industries to participate in the 
bidding on contracts for curbing and 
culvert work in the city of Washing- 
ton. Engineer Commissioner Kutz this 
morning wrote letters to the Stone 
Mountain, the Pine Mountain and the 
Lithonia Granite companies, informing 
them of the decision of the board to re- 
move @ barrier that had been unjustly 
raised against Georgia granite. 

The District of Columbia expends 
annually nearly $125,000 for granite, 
and while contracts of this size are not 
common, the invitation to the Georgia 
industries to enter the bidding compe- 
tition means far more than the possi- 
ble expenditure of this sum with Géor- 
gia concerns. It means that the United 
States government has decided official- 
ly to recognize Georgia granite on 
terms of equality with the granite of 
other sections. 

A year ago the district commission- 
ers declined to consider the bids of the 
Georgia granite industries, holding un- 


- justly that their product was inferior. 


This decision not only operated against 
the Georgia industry with respect to 
government contracts, but was used by 
competitors with respect to govern- 
ment contracts against Georgia granite, 
thereby working a serious injury to 


the business. 


Then Congressman Howard immedi- 
ately began a fight to have the com- 
missioners reopen the case and correct 
the injustice done the Georgia products. 
He established by tests at the bureau 
of standards that Georgia granite is 
far superior to Virginia granite, and 
whereupon the commissioners decided 
to remove the discrimination against 
Georgia granite.

SHOCKING TREATMENT 
OF BRTSH PRISONER 


west Africa Prisoners 
Placed in Irons. 


London, April 21.—A Reuter dispatch 
from Capetown dealing with the re- 
port of a commission of inquiry into 
the treatment of prisoners of war by 
the Germans in Southwest Africa fol- 
lows: 

“A sensation has been caused by the 
publication of the official rgport of the 
commission of inquiry into the treat- 
ment of prisoners of war by the Ger- 
mans in the south'west, African cam- 
paign, revealing another story of the 
shocking treatment of British prison- 
ers and showing a complete lack of 
organization or central control. 

“Food rations were coarse and be- 
came so insufficient that men were re- 
duced to waiting in line to drink the 
blood of slaughtered oxen and to boil- 
ing the soft parts of hides to extract 
nourishment. They were scantily clad 
and harshly treated, some being sent 
on long railway journeys, clad in a 
tunic, a short loin cloth and sandals 
and helmet, a spectacle, says the 
report, ‘for the women natives who 
saw them on the road.’ The Ger- 
man governor, Seitz, ordered them 
3 in irons during their transit. 

ne officer, Captain Geary, was held 
in solitary confinement for six months 
in a small cell of filthy sanitary condi- 
tions and infested with vermin and 
threatened with confinement in a dark 
cell if he dared to look out of the 
window. : 

When 6fficers complained to Gov- 
ernor Seitz he told them they — 
to be thankful for what they got. he 
ill-treatment was not confined to war 
prisoners. British civilians who ‘were 
political prisoners, with women and 
children, were confined in common 
jails, sleeping ten in a single cell with 
locked doors, resulting in sickness and 
dysentery owing to the disgusting san- 
itary conditions. 

“The report was discussed in the 
house, assembly members demanding 
that the guilty German officers be 
brought to justice. General Louis 
Botha, in reply, deprecated hate or re- 
venge. He said that he had already 
protested to the German authorities 
and was in communication with the 
home government, and added that hap- 
pily the prisoners had been released 
and were no longer suffering.”

ATLANTA’S MUSICAL NEEDS. 


Discussing Atlanta’s musical needs, as 
well as her possibilities, Dr. William Cren- 
shaw, in a communication published in The 
Constitution today, suggests as chief among 
these a series of really good symphony 
orchestra concerts, and, further, some regu- 
lar provision for good “Chamber Music,” or 
music originally written for small groups of 
stringed instruments, open to the public 
thoughout the season. . 

Certainly. Atlanta has sufficiently devel- 
oped both musical taste and the musical 
talent to bring about, under proper direction 
and leadership, the necessary organization 
for supplying concerts of this character. 

There is considerable doubt as to the 
advisability of Dr. Crenshaw’s suggestion 
that the Atlanta Music Festival. association 
should take over this matter and arrange 
guarantees for a season of orchestral con- 
certs. That it can be done upon the basis 
of the momentum given to musical Atlanta 
by the grand.opera season there can be no 
question. But the Atlanta Music Festival 
association has undertaken one particular 
thing and is doing it well; its officers and 
directors are men of large business affairs, 
and they are undoubtedly giving to the en- 
terprise now all the time and effort they 
can spare, if not more. i 

It additional time were taken and more 
effort and detail imposed upon them there 
is the possibility that it might endanger not 
only one but both of these important enter- 
prises, the one of which is already being 
successfully maintained. 

Atlanta has reached the point where the 
enterprise whose splendid possibilities Dr. 
Crenshaw points out should be set on foot; 
but it should, for the reasons stated, be 
under some other direction and leadership 
than that of the association. 

With the musical talent and musical 
spirit that has been developed in Atlanta, 
unquestionably. there is able leadership to 
be found both from the artistic and the 
business standpoint. There might easily be 
organized a special association for carrying 
out the very project which Dr. Crenshaw 
has suggested and which was forecast by 
Mr. Liebling, editor of The Musical Courier, 
in his recent communication in The Consti- 
tution, in which he, pointed out the musical 
possibilities in Atlanta and the south as the 
direct result of the seven successful grand 
opera seasons. weg 728 

These two associations could work hand 
in hand, the one giving. its moral support 
and encouragement to the other, the result 
of which would be the strengthening of 
both of them. 

By all means let us have an association 


: for the promotion of orchestral music in 


Atlanta. It will receive the support and 


) backing of both public and press, just as 


grand opera has had them.

Whatever burdens railroads 
are suffering under today they must recog- 
nize have come about ‘through their own 
past misdeeds; and as in all such cases, cor- 
rection is a slow and tedious process. 

This correction of the evils which con- 
front railway systems and railway opera- 
tions would be the more speedy if there 
were definite and positive assurance coupled 
with it that it would involve no return of 
injustice or unfairness to the public. 

The Constitution has pointed out in many 
specific cases certain evils from which the 
transportation companies are suffering, and 
has urged and recommended their ameliora- 
tion, wherever it can be done in such a way 
as to involve no imposition of added burdens 
upon the shipping public. It certainly does 
not sit well to have the railroads ask for 
revision of this or that law in their interest, 
and at one and the same time demand in- 
creases in freight rates, the effect of which 
will be seriously to hamper the develop- 
ments of local industries. That this is the 
present situation in Georgia, under the pe- 
titions now pending with the state railroad 
commission, cannot be questioned. . |

READY FOR ANY EMERGENCY. 


According to The Washington Post, 
which is in intimate touch with authentic 
sources of information, the United States 
must, as a duty to itself and its troops, be 
ready for any possible emergency in the 
Mexican crisis. The Post expresses some 
doubt and suspicion ag to the motives of 
General Carranza, Mexico’s de facto presi- 
dent, and gives warning of the necessity 
under which this country labors, not only to 
be on guard, but to be prepared for almost 
anything that may happen. 

Declaring that Carranza has utterly 


this country in disposing of Villa, The Post 
thus concludes: 


The military operations in the mean- 
time are necessarily surrounded with dif- 
ficulties. If attacked the Americans 
must defend themselves. It is impossi- 
ble to know Carranza’s real purposes. He 
may be trying in good faith to curb his 
ignorant and excited people while prov- 
ing to them that he is faithful to Mexico 
or he may be planning to cut off an 

_attack the American forces. The United 
States cannot afford to risk the lives of 
its soldiers by trusting implicitly in Car- 
ranza. Its obvious duty is to increase 
its forces along the border, keep a strong 
line of communications with Pershing, 
shut off military supplies going to Car- 
ranza, and conduct its operatiqns in Mex- 
ico in such way as to preclude the pos- 
sibility of ambush and surprise attacks 
by any large body of Mexicans. Assaults 
upon small detachments of American sol- 
diers must be expected, but if General 
Funston and General Pershing are given 
a free hand there need be no fear of 
disaster. 


Undoubtedly we must leave the matter 
in the hands of Generals Funston and Per- 
shing, but in doing that the government 
must be ready to respond to any call they 
may make for needed troops or supplies. 
Are we prepared for this? Are we ready to 
furnish upon short notice the troops needed 
to handle such a situation as a breach of 
faith on the part of Carranza might create? 

Even the average American, unfamiliar 
with all the details of the situation, has for 
some time had just the impression of Gen- 
eral Carranza which is.given in the fore- 
going extract. Fear of a possible clash with 
Mexico, not because of any doubt as to the 
outcome, but because it would involve 
seemingly useless bloodshed, tremendous ex- 
pense and disruption of business, has been 
on almost every tongue. ‘This feeling has 
undoubtedly grown out of a distrust of the 
motives of Carranza. He has already acted 
in exceedingly bad grace in presenting con- 
flicting and inconsistent communications to 
this government, and there is no assurance 
that he will not go even further in his ill- 
advised course. a i 

While the situation could be in no safe 
handg than those of President Wilson, the 
Mexican attitude, as represented in Carranza 
and his advisers, is such as naturally to 
create uneasiness with reference to the 
maintenance of peaceful relations, regard- 
less of how far we may.go in the effort.

Urging Compulsory Education 
And Cheaper School Books, 
Brittain Scores Tom Watson 


Macon Ga, April 21—(Special.)—State 
School Commissioner M. L. Brittain spoke 
before the Georgia Bducational association 
in Macon last night, and was listened to with 
keen interest. 

He was particularly. direct in his pointed 
reference to the attacks recently made 
on him by Tom Watson, his statements about 
Mr. Watson adding keen spice to his address, 
the substance of which was as follows: 


Meeting the School Bilis. 


“I, hope this body will consider the school 
bills with care and let our people know the 
opinion of the most competent jury in Georgia 
on the training of her future citizens. The 
general assembly at its last session re- 
sponded to our wish for the prompt payment 
of teachers, and, through the Walker bill, 
each county and local system desiring it is 
able to secure that part of the school funds 
appropriated by the state each month. To 
do this requires an interest charge of 3% 
per cent, reducing the expense more than 
half the amount paid in the past. This is 
probably the best we can do until our fiscal 
system is rearranged. If the state should 
decide to sell the Western and Atlantic rail- 
way property and set aside a public school 
fund of $3,000,000 in perpetuity, we would 
have no futher trouble in this respect, and 
no interest lost annually. 

One Backward Step. 

While progress has been slow as to our 
legislation, there is reason for encourage- 
ment. During the last few years we have 
improved it at a dozen different points. The 
only retrogressive measure enacted was 
that which occurred: in 1909 making the 
county superintendent’s position subject to 
political chance. This was a step toward the 
election of city and town teachers by the 
same plan, and just as little sensible as 
securing a bank cashier or the manager of 
a store by vote of the people. 

“Foremost among our needs is a new 
educational code. It is almost an emDarrass- 
ment to print our school laws, because there 
is so much conflict and lack of harmony 
among them. 

Illiberal Tax Laws. 

“Since the constitutional convention of 
77 we have suffered from parsimonious tax 
laws. Most states in the union require local 
communities to do something or else refuse 
the advantage of the state funds intended 
to equalize conditions. Our constitution not 
only does not do this, but pénalizes progress 
in this direction by not even permitting the 
counties to tax themselves unless they 
secure a two-thirds majority of their voters 
for this purpose. The states immediately 
about us illustrate clearly the result of such 
legislation. Alabama has laws similar to 
ours, making taxation difficult instead of 
encouraging it. We surpass this state, both 
with regard to literacy and in respect to 
other points connected with educational 
efficiency. Tennessee and Florida, however, 
require their counties to levy at least one 
or two mills In addition to the state funds. 
They have done this for years, having wisely 
written it into their constitution, and, as a 
result, are ahead not only of Georgia in 
this particular, but of any other southern 
state hampered by like legislation, As long 
as we are giving from all sources so little 
for public education in comparison to the 
other states, we are not likely to strain 
ourselves financially for education, even if 
we secure more liberal laws. 

There's a Reason. 

„There's a historical reason for this 
trouble of ours. Although nominally demo- 
cratic, education in this state was actually 
aristocratic until a recent period. It is per- 
fectly true, as our orators have said, that 
this commonwealth was among the first to 
establish a state university. There were 
notable academies also throughout the early 
years of the commonwealth. In fact, we had 
some excellent institutions for all those pri- 
vate citizens who were able to pay the 
tuition fees. It is absolutely incorrect to 
refer to the ‘poor school fund’ as supplying 
the deficiency. It had the notion of the 
pores and mendicant plainly connected with 
t, and was not at all equivalent to the 
democratic public school system in any 
sense of the word. The idéa seems to have 
been that it were better to educate a few 
of us to rule over and govern the many. To 
this very hour it is practically impossible to 
change the inborn and inbred feelings of 
many old leaders on this subject. The very 
idea of being taxed to educate the chil- 
dren of others is repugnant. This has been 
shown by our politicians, and the majority 
of them have shared the same distaste for 
the modern publie school idea which be- 
lieves it not only the duty, but the chief 
duty, of any state to train and educate its 
citizens. Instinctively, however, the great 
mass of people throughout Georgia have felt 
and see plainly that no expense incurred by 
the state reaches them with such helpful 
and uplifting force as the money spent for 
public schools. Year by year this feeling 
has grown stronger until the old opponents 
so vociferous are now almost silent, and fre- 
quently affect strong sympathy for the 
cause. We are going to get these illiberal 
laws changed. It may be that we cannot 
do so at once. Perhaps we cannot persuade 
the gentlemen of the present general as- 
sembly, nor the next, but the time is short, 
counted by years, until the people will get 
what they want. 

Compulsory Attendance Law. 

“We should ask the legislature for an | 
illiteracy commission. All but two states in 
this union—namely, Georgia and Missis- 
sippi—have compulsory attendance laws.

The string quartet is, 
perhaps, the favorite medium of expression 
of the greatest creators of music of all times 
And so we find the best thoughts of Mozart, 
Haydn, Beethoven, Schubert and Tschaikow- 
ski exemplified in their string quartets. The 
Flonzaley String Quartet which recently ap- 
peared for the second time in this city, impress- 
ed those who were fortunate enough to hear it 
with the charm and fascination of the very 
highest type of chamber music. Artistically 
and aesthetically considered, the Fonzaley 
concert constitutes a more important musical 
event for Atlanta than the whole week of 
opera. 

_In view of the financial success of the 
opera season and the eagerness with which 
guarantors have pledged their support to it, 
why could not the directors of the Music Fes- 
tival association provide next season in their 
call for opera guarantees also for guarantees 
to sustain a season of orchestra concerts and 
some chamber music for Atlanta? It can be 
done, thanks to the momentum to musical 
Atlanta engendered by the opera season. 
And it should be done; for despite opera and 
despite Ahe good done by the organ recitals, 
Atlanta is not today as truly a musical com- 
munity in proportion to its size as it was 
thirty years ago in the days when either the 
Thomas or Damrosch orchestras visited us; 
and when great pianists and famous violin- 
ists appeared for our musical edification. 
But in the time since these more educative 
musical factors were brought here, Atlanta 
has practically changed citizenry, without 
keeping pace in the divine art with other 
cities, only because it has not sought to 
bring here the means with which to advance 
musical culture; and the public, therefore, 
has had no adequate opportunity to bring 
up this phase of its education.

Free Books.

books for our children in Georgia. Some of 
our cities and towns have already tested this 
question. Perhaps the most successful are 
the school authorities of Fitzgerald. They 
have been able, through careful manage- 
ment, to furnish not only the elementary but 
the high school books as well, at an expense 
of about $75 per pupil annually. Men ig- 
norant of school affairs and management 
naturally confuse the public mind on the 
question of the cost of school books and if 
left to them it would undoubtedly be an ex- 

ense of millions of dollars to furnish them, 
judging from some of their wild statements.

Charter revision seems to be favored 
by the majority of the members of the 
general. council Many of them have 
given out statements showing they 
favor a revision ot some sort and 
While others have not appeared in print 
on the subject they have expresed their 
views along the same line. 

Most of the council favor a revision 
of the charter whereby the present sys- 
tem of boards, appointed by the coun- 
cil and operating the various depart- 
ments of the city life, will be done 
away with entirely. It is the general 
desire that all the present boards shall 
be abolished with the possible excep- 
tion of the board of education and the 
‘board of health. These two bodies are 
necessary in the opinion of the ma- 
Jority of council. 

Under the present system there are 
eighty-seven board members, all ap- 
‘pointed by council and each having 
control of a department of the city life. 
These boards in turn have appointive 
power for the officials in their depart- 
ments and these officials are not con- 
trolled by the general council. 

With this total of board members 
added to the thirty members of coun- 
cil the total number of city officials 
under the present system is one hun- 
dred and seventeen. Council members 
are beginning to see that this is a very 
unwieldly machine to run the city. 
When the charter revision commit- 
tee hol its ‘next meeting on Thurs- 
day to @onsider the resolution of Alder- 
man Dunlap providing for the appoint- 
ment of two committees from the city 
at large to draw up a commision and 
A representative form of government 
it is expected that a large delegation 
of citizens will appear to give their 
views on the subject. One or two mem- 
bers of the committee have been ap- 
proached by suffrage leaders in the city 
asking wet they be allowed to appear 
and it is probable that Thursday's 
meeting will see a delegation from the 
Atlanta suffragists asking that they be 
allowed to have a voice in the city 
Fovernment under the new charter.

Macon, Ga. April 21.—(Special.)— 
verge training in the public schools 
and uit illiteracy in Georgia were 
the principal matters considered at the 
meeting of the Georgia Educational as- 
sociation in Macon today, the 1,000 or 
more teachers in attendance evidencing 
more than a passing interest in both. 
The discussion of military training in 
the schools was led by Professor W. 
F. Dykes, supervising principal of the 
Atlanta high schools; Professor J. F. 
Wood, of the South Georgia State Nor- 
mal school at Valdosta, and Captain J. 
M. Kimbrough, of the national guard 
of Georgia, while Mrs. Cora Wilson 
Stewart, president of the Kentucky 
state illiteracy commission, discussed 
the problem of adult illiteracy. 

A resolution setting forth the im- 
portance to the state of a statewide 
campaign against illiterate grown peo- 
ple and calling on all persons inter- 
ested in educational work in the state 
for co-operation, was introduced and 
unanimously passed, the resolution 
pledging all of the teachers voting to 
aid personally in the work. 

Mrs. Stewart told in detail of the 
work being done in Kentucky to rid 
that state of adult illiterates by 1920, 
and what Kentucky is doing she says 
Georgia can also do. 

Easy to Abolish Illiteracy. 

“In Kentucky prizes are offered to 
the teacher who secures the most con- 
verts to education,” said Mrs. Stewart. 
“The Woman's club raised $10,000 and 
the Colonial Dames $8,000 for a fund 
designed to pay the expenses of the 
teachers in the moonlight schools. One 
hundred and twenty speakers in the in- 
terest of the abolishment of illiteracy 
paid their own expenses in traveling 
over the state lagt year, and 40,000 
adults have been taught to read and 
write in the last two years. One teach- 
er taught 82 illiterates to read and 
write In one year. The message I have 
brought you is that illiteracy is easy to 
abolish.”’ 2 

Mrs. Stewart displayed letters from 
adults who had learned to write in 
from two to ten days’ time and she 
declared there are pupils in the moon- 
light schools as old as 98 who are seek- 
ing to free themselves from the bond- 
age of illiteracy. 

The question of military training was 
handled in a practical manner by Pro- 
fessor Dykes., He recommended that 
it be offered as an optional course and 
not be made compulsory, and declared 
that if it were made opt®@nal fully 26 
per cent of all the boys in the schools 
in the state would take advantage of 
it, which would mean that Geor®ia 
would have a reserve force of 500,000 
men who would at least know some- 
thing about the rudiments of the mili-

All Interests Heard. 

All the interests involved in the con- 
troversy attended a conference today 
with members of the trade commission 
when distribution plans were made. 
The sisal interests agreed to hold de- 
liveries until June 1 to give the trade 

commission time to report to the sen- 
ate on the situation. The commission 
will report within thirty days. The 
trade commission will follow its re- 
quest today for estimates on require- 
ments with questions designed to ob- 
tain. direct information as to the 
amount of sisal individual manufac- 
turers used last year, the amount of 
stocks they now have on hand and the 
amount of their domestic sales. No 
orders will be considered when the 
manufactured product is intended for 
export. 

Many orders had reached the trade 
eommission tonight. The sisal will be 
sold at 7 cents, delivered at gulf ports, 
and at 7% delivered at Atlantic coast 
ports. The comision reguladore re- 
serves the right to change this - price 
if ocean freight rates are raised. 
The sisal will be distributed to no 
manufacturers for making rope or other 
twine than binder twine. Some inter- 
ests have charged a shortage of sisal 
was brought out by the use of sisal 
rope because it is cheaper 
than manila fiber, which has advanced 
since the European war began. 

The trade commission, it was ex- 
plained today, will make no effort ac- 
tually to distribute the sisal. It has 
no machinery for such business and the 
actual work will be done by agents 
of the comision reguladore. 


Threat of Battleship. 


The fact that the battleship Georgia 
once had been ready to sail for Pro- 
greso to enforce the delivery of 100,- 
000 bales of sisal on a contract of the 
International Harvester company was 
revealed at the senate sub-committee 
hearing today by E. C. Heidrich, Jr..

shipped, said the witness. 

Mr. Heidrich said he conferred with 
N Bryan when Mexican of fi- 
cials refused to ship sisal after the 
blockade of Progreso had ended. While 
the government could not force the 
Mexicans to sell sisal, he said, it de- 
cided to insist on the delivery of the 
100,000 bales to the Harvester com- 
pany, which had been contracted for 
before the blockade, and out of which 
the Harvester company agreed to sup- 
Diy. independent manufacturers. 

‘It was stated to me by one of the 
cabinet members that the binet had 
decided that, if necessary,” said the 
witness, “the Georgia would be sent 
to Progreso with the instructions. that 
if the sisal was not delivered marines 
should go ashore and load the fiber on 
steamers to be provided.”

AMERICAN NOTE 
IN KAISER’S HANDS. 


Berlin, April 22.—(Via London.)— 
The American note is now in the hands 
of Emperor William, Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg and General von 
Falkonhayn, chief of the general staff, 
at general headquarters. 

A summary of the note was tele- 
graphed yesterday to general head- 
quarters, and a courier, bearing the 
full text and the appendix was sent 
there by train. 

The deliberations of the emperor, 
the chancellor and the chief of staff 
will determine the future shaping of 
German-American relations. 


Regarding the Sussex case itself, 
Herr Wolff laments the loss of non- 
combatant lives and says: 

“The Germans could have no wish 
to torpedo unarmed ships and destroy 
non-militant life, such a procedure ful- 
filing no military purpose. The Ger- 
man government has not taken the 
standpoint that the torpedoing of un- 
armed merchantmen is permissible, 
since it concedes the principle of the 
inviolability of unarmed ships. It did 
not refer to the fact that the Sussex 
was in the war zone; it only considers 
the guilt of the German submarine as 
not proven, and the case as doubtful at 
least. It formed the only verdict which 
it could form upon the evidence.” 

The Boerzen Zeitung says: 

“The German answer will inaugurate 
a new phase in the world war which 
may have an important bearing on the 
issue. Therein lies the significance of 
the American note.”

The president telegraphed Senator 
Wagner this morning urging him to 
accept the position. When word was 
conveyed to the white house that he 
had announced in New York his in- 
ability to accept, officials said no for- 
mal reply had come from him, and in- 
dicated they believed he would change 
his mind. 

By making personal appointments in 
the two vacancies, it was explained, 
the president sought to avoid increas- 
ing factional differences in New York 
and Chicago which have marked the 
contest over the two positions. For 
that reason he is very anxious that 
Senator Wagner accept the place.

its closing session today, adopted a 
number of resolutions dealing with ed- 
ueational problems of the state, elect- 


made plans for a great association of 
teachers. 

Among the resolutions adopted were 
the following: 

That the iegislature create a state 
illiteracy commission. 

That the legislature authorize and 
instruct the state superintendent of 
education to arrange and codify the 
schéol laws of the state. 

A resolution indorsing the suggestion 
of the state superintendent of educa- 
tion to call together during the year 
1917 the several educational associa- 
tions, civic associations and other up- 
lifting organizations of the state for 
a week’s convention to discuss the 
state’s needs and possfbilities. . 

A resolution condemning the present | 
method of electing county school su- 
perintendents and recommending that 
all laws requiring that they be resi- 
dents of the county in which they serve 
be annulled. 

That members of the boards of edu- 
cation be elected by the people. 

That some effective laws concerning 
compulsory school attendance be en- 
acted by the legislature and that if it 
is necessary to make such legislation 
effective that the state provide, through 
organizations, for children not able to 
wed books, or if needed be, for all its 
children, free, but good and suitable 
books to be bought in open market from 
the fairest bidder. 

That the state should provide a rea- 
sonable revenue for its schools by as- 
signing by constitutional provision a 
definite portion of its income, replac- 
ing the present method of disbursing 
public moneys among the counties for 
school purposes on the basis of school 
e by some equitable system 
which will stimulate greater educa- 
tional activity in all counties. 

That the state has gone far enough 
in the matter of legislative appropria- 
tions for common schools, and that 
each county be required to supplement 
what it receives from the state with 
local taxes.

recognizes the fact that success is generally 
promoted by having the business of the city 
transacted by a small administrative body 
like a commission or commissions, but at 
the same time places a reliable safeguard 
against the temptations sure to spring up 
sooner or later, and indeed rapidly spring 
up by such a small body leaning too strong- 
ly toward the greed and grasping spirit of 
those who support them. 

In human history, there is no single in- 
stance where the untrained and unorgan- 
ized and unrestrained masses of people have 
permanently succeeded in administrative 
government. And in all history there is no 
instance where absolute power, both ad- 
ministrative and legislative, has been vest- 
ed in a single individual that has not been 
followed by abuses and great injury to the 
liberty’ of the people. 

“Human wisdom sanctioned 
experience has proven that the 
for liberty is, as above indicated, in the 
combining of the best principles in both 
forms of government, with at the same time 
a proper restraint by placing a system of 
checks and balances upon both. 

The principle here stated is what made 
the commune in France a failure, but the 
present form of French republic a success, 
and the effort to combine these two princi- 
ples is what has made the government of 
Switzerland so signal a success, and it is 
this idea of checks and balances in a gov- 
ernment which has appealed to many other 
countries attempting republican govern- 
ment. It is this idea of checks and bal- 
ances which made the American republic 
so triumphant a success, and it is this same 
idea of checks and balances which in like 
manner made the original charter of At- 
lanta, as enacted in 1874, likewise so tri- 
umphant a success; which suecess would 
have continued, as I honestly believe, down 
to the present day, aud would have doubled

and trebled our present population and | 


development. if. unhappily, the charter of 
1874 had not been tam with and 
marred by taking away ‘the principle here 
alluded to. 

“There should be one popular body, com- 
posed of a city council locally elected. each 
counciiman chosen by and u sible to 
not exceeding five hundred of his neighbors. 
This is the great popular body, coming from 
and representing the people. 

“There should be an aldermanic body or 
board, composed of not more than three 
men, elected by the city-at-large. These 
to hold office for three years, so that one 
will go out every year and two hold over. 
This is the strong, experienced, representa- 
tive business body to take care of and give 
permanence to the financial policy, prog- 
ress and business ability of the city. 


Election of Mayor. * 


Then. of course, there should be a mayor, 
elected by the city-at-large. to have a gen- 
eral oversight and jurisdiction. touching 
all the affairs of the city,-and equally re- 
sponsible to everybody in it. 

“All the businese of the city should be 
transacted by boards composed each of no 
more than three persons. Th®feby you have 
a government in its very best form, 
whilst in the preceding features you have 
the best and most approved form of popu- 
lar government. It should be provided as 
an iron-clad rule that no mayor and no 
alderman and no member of the city coun- 
cil should be re-elected or appointed te any 
office” whatever until at least one year has 
expired after the end of his term, so that 
absolutely stepping down and out each one 
would have no other motive than to win 
fair and generous approval for work done 
in office, and to know that. if not good 
when he left his place vacant. any evil 
would surely be exposed. 

“On the other hand, board members and 
superintendents of departments should hold 
as long as their work meets approval—that 
is, eligible for re-election if they deserve 
it. One of the greatest mistakes that ever 
was made was in altering the other charter 
so as to have one board member from each 
ward. This inevitably put the boards into 
politics. And, indeed, the same remark is 
true as to having one alderman from each 
ward instead of every alderman represent- 
ing the city-at-large. 

“I predict that any proposed new char- 
ter which does not recognize the rights 
of the people as sanctioned by history and 
experience above imperfectly set forth will 
not be approved, and cannot succeed in 
benefitting the city. 

“TI earnestly urge our fellow citizens, 
when attempting to escape present evils, 
they do not rush into others that are worse 
than anything we now have. I earnestly 
invoke study and careful consideration for 
the present crisis in our city government.

VIEWS ON 
REVISION. 


J. S. Rodier, a widely known labor 
writer and student of economics, in an 
interview regarding the charter re- 
vision now in the hands of a commit- 
tee of council, has advanced some views 
which are decidedly interesting. 

Mr. Rodier speaks from the stand- 
point of a man who has dealt with such 
problems in many places and under 
many conditions, and his viewpoint is 
interesting because of his note as a 
writer along just these lines, and also 
his connection with organized labor. 

That Mr. Rodier does not speak as a 
novice is gathered from the fact that 
he was a close friend of Henry George, 
the noted single-tax exponent, and also 
of Tom Johnson, the “golden rule“ 
mayor of Cleveland. 

Mr. Rodier has given this question 
long and mature thought, and speaks 
from the standpoint of a taxing expert, 
having been quite prominent in this 
capacity in Pennsylvania, where he also 
was chairman of a “vigilance commit- 
tee“ which crowded the registration list 
with names of labor men, and he also 
has much experience as a political or- 
ganizer. 

Rodier’s Statement. 

He says: ot 

“Organized labor has a strong interest in 
the proposition to revise the city charter, 
agreeing with the general sentiment that 
the instrument is antiquated. 

“On one thing, however, we have made 
up our minds, finally and irrevocably, if I 
read the signs aright, and that is any char- 
ter which does not retain the initiative, 
referendum and recall will be actively op- 

osed. 

5 “If I were to express the consensus of 
labor rather than its oneness of mind I 
should say that woman suffrage in muni- 
cipal matters should be insisted upon. Under 
any form of city government they are a 
powerful influence for good, but they should 
be taken into fuil political partnership with 
men. 

“Councilman Johnson 
should be an ‘elastic taxing system.’ In- 
deed there should. Just here let me say 
the working man knows full well who pays 
the taxes on the house in which he lives, 
even though he does not deal directly with 
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pay taxes on change of title. Thus a 
‘property on Peachtree sold a or 
since for $150,000. It had been bought five 
years before for $50,000. Now the merest 
tyro in political economy knows that the 
city and citizens of Atlanta gave that 
property its value and now—note the 
economic irony of it—they have got to pay 
for something they produced. In view of 
these facts, why does not the city posseas 
the power of levying on a portion of such 
unearned increment? The property in ques- 
tion under an equitable tax law when sold 
would have been at its a 
value for the. term of last ownership, or 
$75,000, taxes assesssed on that valuation. 
the amount actually paid py the last owner 
deducted and the remainder collected. This 
would be approximately $4,506, or only 4% 
per cent of the unearned increment. 

“The charter should contain so elastic a 
taxing, provision that some method of 
5: such enhanced varues could be de- 
vised. 

Some of our people want an eight-hour 
work day limit written into the charter. 
They are very short-sighted. Charters are 
hard to change and the length of a work 
— is a matter for legislation from time to 

me. 

I favor commission overnment. 
Easily fixed responsibility is the first thing 
we want, and it about embraces everything 
else. But I trust whatever charter may be 
evolved and finally selected will not be a 
patchwork. Let it be brief, understand- 
able, fool-proof and -lawyer-proof, recog- 
nizing no class and representing no class.” 


Collector Puts Foot 
Down on Telephoned 
“Dope” Prescriptions 


During recent months Georgia drug- 
gists have filled alleged prescriptions 
“assaying” high in narcotics, received 
over the telephone ostensibly from a 
reputable physician; the prescription 
being called for by and delivered to 
the patient, paid for and the trans- 
action closed, when, in reality, it would 
develop it was entirely bogus, accord- 
ing to repeated complaints received by 
United States Collector of internal 
Revenue A. O. Blalock. 

Now Mr. Blalock proposes to stop 
the practice, which he says is striatly 
in violation of the letter of the 
rison anti-narcotic drugs act. He is 
preparing to get official legal opinion 
on this particular phase of the law, and 
then to notify druggists of the state 
and the public in general in accordance 
with that opinion. 

“My attention has been called to the 
fact that some druggists are filling 
prescriptfons before they have in their 
possession the written prescription of 
a physician, giving his registry num- 
ber and the name and address of the 
patient, as the law specifies they must 
do,“ said Mr. Blalock yesterday. 

“So that trouble may be avoided, I 
intend to call every druggist’s atten- 
tion to the provision of the Harrison 
act which set forth that before a pre- 
scription can be filled it must be sign- 
ed ae the physician, giving his registry 
number and the name and address of 
the patient for which it is intended 
and must be actually in the hands of: 
the druggist before delivery of the 
prescription can legally be made. 

“Also I am going to notify the drug- 
gists that it is a violation of the law 
to refill any prescription coming under 
the Harrison act.“ 

It is pointed out, therefore, that in 
emergency cases the druggist may, to 
save time, fill a telephone prescription, 
but for him to deliver it without first 
having in his hand the written prescrip- 
tion, duly signed by the physician, is 
in violation of the statutes.

W illis Ragan 


The death of Colonel Willis Eugene 
Ragan has brought keen sorrow to the 
hearts of his many friends in Atlanta 
and throughout the country. Coming 
as it did just at the opening of the 
opera season, of which he has been 
from the first an enthusiastic patron 
and to which he was this year look- 
ing forward with more than usual an- 
ticipation of pleasure, introduces a note 
of deep sorrow into this brilliant week 
of festival. In losing Colonel Ragan, * 
Atlanta loses one of her most splendid 
and patriotic citizens, and society one 
of her.chief patrons and sponsors. For 
twenty-five years Colonel Ragan has 
been a lavish entertainer, a cosmopoli- 
tan globe-trotter, and a distinguished 
host, not only in Atlanta, but in the 
7 capitals of the world —New York, 

ndon and Paris. 

Although in no sense a politician, he 
was deeply interested in and convers- 
ant with the politics of the city and 
the country, as well as with all other 
public questions and conditions, and he 
was an ardent supporter of all public 
institutions. He was one of the or- 
ganizers of the Capital City club, and 
also of the Driving club at a time when 
chub life was new in this section of the 
country:, and at the time of his death 
he was president of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ association, and an ac- 
tive member of practically all the civic 
and social organizations in the city. 
In every way he was identified with the 
interests of Atlanta, and his death is 
a loss not only to his friends and fam- 
ily, but to the whole city as well. 

Although a remarkable business man, 
Colonel Ragan was even more remark- 
able in his family life. His home was 
unique, inasmuch as it was the only 
home in Atlanta maintained by a wid- 
ower for his bachelor sons, and made 
by them a social center. His dinner 
parties were famous and many belles 
and beauties, as well as distinguished 
visitors from all over the world, have 
been entertained at them, and at the 
teas, suppers, masked balls, luncheons, 
musicales and all the other functions 
of society which were celebrated with- 
in its portals. 

One of Colonel Ragan's special 
cronies was Sir Thomas Lipton, the 
famous English cosmopolite, whom he 
met on a visit to London, and who in 
turn visited him at his home in At- 
lanta. He had a genius for society and 
for friendships. His mode of life was 
princely and lavish. He was always 
willing to help a friend, and he did 
it without delay. He was kind and 

enerous and he had a heart of gold. 

n many respects Colonel Ragan was 
a typical American and his life and 
successors may well furnish inspira- 
tion to all ambitious youths, particular- 
ly to those who are thrown on their 
own resources at an early age. Al- 
though he came to Atlanta an orphan 
at seventeen years of age, with twenty- 
five dollars of borrowed money in his 
pocket, he achieved all things that a 
reasonable man may hope for in life— 
success in his business ambitions, 
wealth, high panies and fellowship 
with man in its broadest sense. He 
was often heard to regret his lack of 


a classical education, having grown to 


manhood just at the close of the civil 
war when educational advantages in 
the south were at their lowest ebb. 
He was, however, highly educated by 
life, and this is the biggest and broad- 
est and best education there is. He 
was further edutated by hard work, 
by enthusiasm, by ambition, by asso- 
ciation with able and experienced peo- 
ple, and the march of events that 
passed before him. All of these great 
things were his teachers and they pro- 
duced in him a broad sympathy and 
a sense of fellowship with the world, 
a radiant geniality and a generosity 
of spirit that was a pleasure to all who 
knew him. 
His Early Life. 

Willis Eugene Ragan ‘was reared five 
miles from Albany, Ga. His father, 
Moses Ragan, Esq., was a cotton plant- 
er and slave owner. During the war, 
Colonel Ragan was too young to enter 
the army, though his older brothers 
were all Confederate soldiers.

of colonel which he carried so well 
was conferred on him by Governor 
Terrell, on whose staff he served. At 
the close of the war, the elder Mr. 
Ragan, believing the south would be 
overrun by négro supremacy, emigrated 
to the Bermudas. Going from there to 
New Orleans, he died during a yellow 
fever epidemic. This left the planta- 


tion in Albany in the hands of his chil- 


dren. Colonel Ragan, then sixteen 
years old, deeded hig interest to his 
sister. He executed a note for some 
two or three thousand dollars which 
his elder brother indorsed. Money was 
hard to obtain at that peziod, but his 
native financial genius and his reputa- 
tion for reliability enabled him to pro- 
cure it. With this money he went to 
Baltimore and entered the Bryan-Strat- 
ton college to study business methods 
and bookkeeping. the time he had 
finished the business course there, he 
was seventeen years old and came to 
tlanta with twenty-five Mar 
that was left of the borrowed money-—— 
in his pocket. Once here, he began 
walking the streets, searching for em- 
ployment. His intimate friends have 
all heard him tell the story. of how 
cheaply he lived, holding on as best 
he could to his fast vanishing capital. 
He had but two dollars left when luck 
turned and he procured a position with 
M. C. & J. F. Kiser, then retail mer- 
chants on Whitehall street, as assist- 
ant bookkeeper at a salary of $25 per 
month. 

This gave him (which is all ambi- 
tious youth ever needs) a chance. 
devotion to business and his hard work 
soon won promotion and put all the 
correspondence and bookkeeping in his 
hands. A year or so later the Kiser 
Brothers went into the wholesale busi- 
ness, giving young Ragan, who had 
proved himself invaluable to them, an 
interest in the new business to pre- 
vent his accepting offers to go else- 
where. By the time he was 21 years 
of age he was enjoying an income of 
$10,000 a year, which was a more stu- 
pendous sum in those days than it is 
at present. The firm grew with great 
strides, and was soon doing a business 
of $2,000,000 a year. Imagine the hard 
work required to conduct the office 
work of such an enterprise, when théve 
were no shorthand experts and no type- 
writers.

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Housewives Waste “Pin Money.” 

In this appeal, which was in the form 
of a bulletin posted a few weeks ago 
conspicuously on the bulletin-board in 


the lobby of the local postoffice, and, 


presumably, in every other federal 
building in the country, Mr. Redfield 
points out the “tremendous waste” the 
nation over in old rags and paper, and 
calls attention to the vast amount of 


“pin money” the American housewives 


are daily permitting to get away from 
them simply through sheer careless- 
ness and want of heed to the impor- 


‘tance of the demand for the stuff which 


generally is regarded as rubbish and 
a nuisance in the home. 

“Some fellow has a capital opportuni- 
ty to clean up a nice fortune here in 
Atlanta simply through the collection 
of old rags and paper,” said M. M. Da- 
vies, of the stationery firm of Foote 
& Davies, upon his return a few days 
ago from a tour of all of the leading 
paper-milling centers of the country. 

„There is not a man in the city en- 
gaged in this business,“ continued Mr. 
Davies, “and I don’t know of another 
business right now in which there is 
a greater profit, or which offers a more 
favorable. opportunity to the right man 
with ‘the right sort of enterprise, the 
right degree of ‘hustle,’ and with some 
knowledge of the business. Why. in 
New York there are millionaires en- 
gaged in the rag-picking business, and 
they Hold their annual banquet in the 
Waldorf-Aatoria. In every important 
city of the country there are rag-pick- 
ers, and every man of them is making 
money. Never before in the history of 
the paper industry were the prices of 
rags so high as they are right now— 
and here in Atlanta our rags are be- 
ing burned up and wasted as rubbish. 
Well, a commodity that is eagerly 
sought after—for which there is a na- 


| tion-wide clamor—at from three-and- 


a-quarter to thirteen cents a pound, I 
would call pretty valuable rubbish!““ 


According to the department of com- 
merce, and the opinion is concurred in 
by local paper men, there is an im- 
mense fortune being thrown away in 
America every year in that-the house- 
wives are wasteful of their rags, the 
cheapest of which are bid for today at 
3% cents a pound. This represents an 
increase in the price of rags generally 
of more than 50 per cent since the 
opening of hostilities across the Atlan- 
tis. 

About that same general increase ap- 
plies, too, to the paper market through- 
out the country, and the price of all 
stationery articles and commodities, in- 
cluding inks, mucilage, library paste, 
etc. 

Typewriter Paper Doubles. 

For instance, the retail prices of 
typewriter paper have just doubled 
since the war opened, and are going 
up. -Second sheets have raised in value 
over the counter 30 to 40 per cent. Desk 
blotters have gone up 100 per cent: 
ledger leaves, 25 per cent, and manu- 
factures from them have advanced from 
20 to 100 per cent. 

Ink (fluid),.which before the war 
sold at 75 cents a quart, now is $1. 
Many of the colors entering into inks 
cannot be had at any price. The in- 
gredients entering into the manufac- 
ture of library paste have soared so 
high that the article itself has gone up 
tremendously. Stamp pad ink is up 
on an average of 100 per cent in ad- 
vance of former prices, and some of 
the colors have been withdrawn from 
the market in large quantities. Blank 
books, too, have taken a consistent se- 
ries of jumps skyward since imports 
from abroad were practically cut off. 

Steel files and other articles of steel 
office furniture and fixtures have gone 
up 20 per cent; wooden furniture has 
jumped skyward, and ‘anything neces- 
sarily imported.is at a premium.

ORDER FOR SECRECY 
ISSUED BY BRITAIN 


London, April 22.—An order. in- 
council was adopted today prescribing 
very strict regulations to prevent the 
publication of proceedings of secret 
sessions Of parliament or meetings of 
the cabinet. 

The first regulation, which is added 
to the defense of the realm act, says 
that when either house of parliament 
holds a secret session it shall be un- 
lawful for “any person or newspaper, 
periodical, circular or other printed 
publication, or in any ＋ gs speech, to 
publish any report of or to purport 
to describe or to refer to the proceed- 
ings of such session, except such re- 
port thereof as may be officially com- 
municated through the directors of the 
official. press. bureau.“ 

The regulation in regard to cabinet 
meetings is similar in tenor. It refers 
to any meeting of the cabinet and ap- 
plies to the contests of any confidential 
document or to any confidential infor- 
mation obtained from any government 
department or persons in the employ 
of the king.

Formidable Structure. ; 

There is no more formidable struct- 
ure in the south than the new build- 
ings. They are constructed entirely of 
granite and structual steel. They rise 
five stories, and each will comfortably 
house 500 men, providing space and liv- 
ing quarters for every inmate. 

Work began upon them in 1909, pro- 
gressing slowly on account of the 
tediousness of the marble cutting. Every 
slab of marble in either structure was 
taken from the sides of Stone moun- 
tain, and hauled to the prison grounds 
Yover a spécially-constructed railroad. 

The bulk of the structural work was 
performed by prisoners, more than 200 
of them under the direction of skilled 
supervisors. Each man was a trusty. 
They were watched by sentinels from 
the towers that dot the prison grounds. 

The annexes will be like dormitory 
buildings. Each will be equipped with 
modern prison appHances. They will 
provide better sanitation and comfort 
than any other peniténtiary in the coun- 
try, having the advantage of more 
modern devices and equipment. 

The cost is estimated around $500,000, 
but is likely to go higher. Had hired 
labor been necessary, the cost would 
have come rear a million. For the pur- 
pose of cutting the stone, an immense 
marble plant—one of the largest in the 
south—was constructed on the prison 
grounds. 

Marble Cutters Developed. 

Expert marble cutters have been de- 
veloped in prisoners sent to the stone 
shop by the trained craftsmen employed 
to stperintendend the plant. Most of 
the men at work in this shop, however, 
are life-termers. So much time is re- 
quired: to train them that it is not con- 
sidered advisable to teach a man whose 
term is under twenty years. 

The two new buildings are so well 
built that they would serve admirably 
as forts. Escape is well-nigh an im- 
possibility. When they are opened the 
1,000 men needed to fill them will be 
available at once, due to the amazing 
number of prisoners that the govern- 
ment is forced to keep in state prisons 
3 lack of room in the federal institu- 

ons. 

Maintenance of the annexes will also 
require reinforcements for the prison 
staff of guards and attaches, The pres- 
ent number of guards is fifty-eight. 
Approximatély this same number will 
be required for the new cell houses. A 
colony of attaches is likely to develop 
in the prison territory as a consequence. 

At present most of the guards and 
officers live in the vicinity of the pen. 
The distance to the city necessitates 
residence there. Warden Zerbst and As- 
sistant Warden Arnold both live on the 
prison grounds. f 


BODY OF ARNOLD GIRL 
NOT FOUND IN CELLAR 


New York, April 22.—The body of 
Dorothy Arnold was not found in the 
cellar of the house outside West Point 
where New York detectives searched 
yesterday, Police Inspector Faurot, 
who is in charge of the investigation, 
announcing today that there was no 
truth in published stories that Miss Ar- 
nold’s body had been discovered. 

Inspector Faurot expressed his in- 
fon that there was nothing to the story 
told by Octave Charles Glennorris, a 
convict in a Rhode Island prison, that 
he aided in the burial in a West Point 
cellar of a young woman resembling 
Miss Arnold. 

One of the detectives who conducted 
the search had been quoted as saying a 
body was found under the cement floor- 
ing in an isolated house 2 miles south 
of West Point, but oy’ eugene Faurot 
said “All we found in the cellar was 
an old 4-inch water main.” 

“The story told by Glennorris is ab- 

solutely false,” added the inspector, 
who expressed the belief that Glennor- 
ris’ motive was the hope of obtaining 
parole. 
Dorothy Arnold, daughter of Francis 
R. Arnold, a wealthy importer, vanished 
mysteriously while on a shopping trip 
in Fifth avenue in 1910.

THRILLING ESCAPE: 
~OF FRENCH AERONAUT 


Adrift in Balloon Over Verdun 
Battlefield, He’s Saved 
by Parachute. 


(Paris, April 2.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.) —One of the 
thrilling adventures of the Verdun 
fighting was the escape from capture 
or death of a young lieutenant whose 
captive balloon was set adrift when a 
shell severed the steel cable connecting 
him with the earth. Though already 
mentioned in the cable dispatches, the 
complete story from The Paris Journal 
is interesting. 

“Yesterday afternoon a report. ran 
through the French lines that a sausage 
balloon was ‘off.’ Thousands of anxious 
eyes were directed toward the little 
speck, which grew fainter and fainter 
in the distance as the southerly wind 
wafted it toward the German positions. 
Four aeroplanes at once started in the 
vain hope of rendering assistance, but 
everyone felt that the observer was 
doomed. Minutes passed. The balloon 
kept rising. Soldiers forgot to fire; the 
suspense was so terrible. 

“Then suddenly a tiny gray speck 
was seen to part from the balloon, 
which shot up a thousand feet, but in- 
stead of eng to earth the speck 
seemed to be pulled up sharp in midair. 
At last, with the aid of glasses, observ- 
ers saw that the speck was a human 
body suspended from a parachute. A 
mighty cheer rose as the truth was 
realized, but a full ten minutes of sus- 
pense lasted as the parachute, with its 
human freight, slowly descended, and 
* landed close to the French 

nes.“ 

The young lieutenant thus described 
his experience: “The first ‘intimation 
that something had gone wrong was 
when I felt a slight shock. I thought 
the telephone cable had parted. All at 
once I became aware that the other 
balloons were growing smaller, and I 
grasped the fact that I was adrift. 
A glance at my barometer told me I 
was already 5,000 feet up. I tried to 
pull the cord working the hydrogen 
automatic control, but it had become 
jammed and refused to work. I tried 
to climb it, but failed. 

“Then I feared I was lost. My first 
thought was to destroy my papers, then 
I thought of blowing out my brains 
to avoid falling into the hands of the 


Germans. Then, however, came inspira- 
tion. Why not try the parachute? 
I had to be quick, for I was now 
11,000 feet up. The cord which was 
tied around my body was 65 feet long, 
80 had to jump that distance into 
the void before the box containing the 
parachute could open and set it free. 

“For a few seconds I held on to the 
car by my hands. Then I let go. I 
must have dropped more than a hun- 
dred feet before the parachute unfurled, 
and it was not an agreeable sensation. 
But after that I did not mind. I was 
able to look about me, and felt the 
sensation of complete security. When 
I was about 2,500 feet from the ground 
I began to see that the win was 
carrying me towards the German lines. 
Then I seemed to lose consciousness. 
When I finally landed, I was only 300 
yards from the German line. Y baa 
been twenty minutes falling.” 

The officer refused to allow his name 
to be published. “It would be too 
much of a shock to my mother,“ he 
explained, “for she fancies that I am 
in a safe billet.’

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PROPOSED HIGHWAY FROM SEATTLE, WASH., 


Omaha, Neb., April 22.— (Special. )— 
The longest automobile highway on the 
American continent, linking Savannah, 
Georgia, to Seattle, Washington, inter- 
secting every national highway that 
crosses the United States, and touch- 
ing St. Louis and Seattle, Savannah and 
Spokane, Omaha and Atlanta, Kansas 
City and Memphis, Birmingham and 
Butte, Sioux City and Sioux Falls, and 
many other cities between the terminal 
points, is to be organized next Mon- 
day, April 24, when representatives 
from all these cities will meet in Oma- 
ha to complete their plans. The new 
route is known as the “Savannah-to- 
Seattle” highway, and is the outgrowth 
of a demand for a diagonal automobile 
road across ,jthe country. Monday’s 
meeting will be held under the auspicés 
of the Omaha Commercial club and al- 
ready nearly all the cities through 
which the highway will pass have no- 
tified Commissioner Manley, of the 
Omaha Commercial club, that their rep- 
resentatives will be on hand. 

Pivotal Points to Be Selected. 

The meeting will definitely decide 
upon “pivotal points” of the route, will 
arrange for advertising, for marking 
the road, for publicity, for adminis- 
tration, for maintenance and other de- 
tails. The prometers do not expect the 
meeting to determine upon the exact 
route, mile for mile, but rather to 
settle -the broad question of pivotal 
points, leaving to local committees the 
task of determining the route between 
these main ints, Probably the most 
interesting feature of the meeting will 
be the report of the highway engineers 
who have gone over the proposed route 
and are ready to tell the representa- 
tives just what can be done and what 
to expect along the new highway. 

“Invitations were sent to twenty- 
four cities through which the Savan- 


At lead- 


nah-to-Seattle highway will pass,” says 
Commissioner Manley, of the Omaha 
Commercial club. “Nearly all of these 
have answered and nearly all have 
promised to send two voting represen- 
tatives. Several cities have announced 
their intention of sending even larger 
delegations, but only two votes will be 
given each city. I have had letters 
from many commercial clubs and au- 
tomobile associations indorsing the idea 
and I feel sure a representative gath- 
ering will result.” 


Will Cut Out Birmingham or Chatta- 
nooga. 


Whether the highway will touch Bir- 
mingham or Chattanooga in its path 
from Atlanta to Memphis is a question 
to be settled by the meeting. Because 
of this controversy, neither of these 
two cities will, have a vote in the meet- 
ing. Both of them, however, will have 
representatives present to tell the vot- 
ing representatives why the highway 
should pass through their respective 
cities. Another portion of the route 
which has not been settled upon is the

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Atlantans Given a Chance 


To Help Unfortunate Bous 


Ordinarily when the Georgia Chil- 
dren’s Home society asks for anything 
it is only that some poor little young- 
ster be given a home and care under 
which he might grow and be happy. 

Just now, however, it is facing a 
rather. unusual situation in the cases 
of three little boys, photographs of 
two of whom are here shown, not re- 
quiring just now homes different from 
those they have, but care and treat- 
ment of a nature not taken into ac- 
count in the society’s rules and by- 
laws. 

These three babies, though it might 

be unjust to classify them as mentally 
defective, are what could hardly be 
called normal, and they need watch- 
ing, studying, careful feeding and 
treatment for a while. 
The rules of the home society, while 
providing for the use of its funds 
for the “temporary care“ of babies, 
pending the finding of permanent 
homes for them, do not permit the use 
of the society’s money for the prolong- 
ed care or treatment of “mentally de- 
ficient’? wards. 


Appealing Cases. 

Those three cases are particularly 
6 »pealing ones, The babes have no homes 
and there is no public institution where 
they can be given what they must have 
if they live. They came into the cus- 
tody of the Georgia Children’s Home 
society before the officials there- 
of knew anything really was wrong 
with them. In any event, Superintend- 
ent Robert B. McCord, simply as an act 
of humanity, would have taken them 
in, but he has them now; 1s doing the 
best that can be done for them, but 
is at a loss to see what is ahead of 
the ygungsters unless eharitably in- 
clined citizens, out of sheer goodness 
of heart, voluntarily contribute the 33 
or $4 a week necessary for the care 
and treatment of each child to sort of 
bridge over the time until his mental 
status can be fixed and his permanent 
care provided for. It is thought, how- 
ever, that with a little time, proper 
food and treatment, each of the little 
fellows will become entirely, normal, 
and fit for adoption into some child- 
less home, as hundreds of others have 
been placed. In other words, the so- 
ciety simply wants to give them a 
chance, and hasn’t the funds available 
with which to do it. 

The two babies in the picture are lit- 
tle Joseph (the smaller) and Frank. It 
10 not necessary to identify them fur- 

er. 

Little Joseph apparently is all right 
with the exception that thus far no 
food has been found that will agree 
with him, and he is suffering from 
malnutrition. He can’t assimilate his 
food and he can’t grow. He ts being 
boarded in a private family, has the 
best of care and is under the constant 
observation of a physician, and it is 
confidently expected that one of these 
days some sort of food will be hit 
upon that will fill the requirements of 
his peculiar system, and then he will 
rapidly gain and soon be’ a normal 
child. 

He is a particularly unfortunate lit- 
tle fellow, the son of parents of ages 
widely variant—the father past 70, the 
mother in her early 20’s. His father 
had deserted him, and the mother. it is 
alleged, was endeavoring to kilf him 
when interrupted and the child taken 
away from her. If he lives, Mr. Mc- 
Cord thinks he will make a bright an 
lovable boy. 

Little Frank is three years old 
and the society has had him 
months. At first it was thought he, 
too, had malnutrition and was tongue- 
tied. With time and care, however, he 
regained his physical strength, but he 
cannot talk, though he hears and sees 
well, and the physicians are more than 
half inclined to think he is feeble- 
minded. The society will have to keep 
him indefinitely, unless he should sud- 
denly take a start for the better, 
which he might do at any time. He is 
a good looking child, seems to notice 
What's going on around him, smiles 
sweetly when paid attention to, but is 
as silent as a young swan. He, too, 
is boarding in a private home. 

Mentally Deficient. 

The third baby in question is one the 
society has had for a year. It was 
suffering from malnutrition when 
found, and was palpably, 
thought, mentally deficient.

They are entitled 
to a chance; but we need all our funds 
for the work for which the sciety is 
designed, and we have none from which 
to draw for such use as these children’s 
cases require, The orphans’ homes 
won't receive feeble-minded children: 
and that is what these would be called, 
although I believe something can be 
made of each one of them. TWo of 
them I am sure of, if they were not let 
go so long before we got them that 
they may die before their little systems 
can respond to treatment and nourish- 
ing food. And as to the third, I 
believe something can be made of him. 
Anyhow, he’s worth saving, and is en- 
titled to a chance.”’ 

So, if there should be anyone who 
would like to subscribe to a fund which 
will help in the solving of the problem 
presented in these three little found- 
lings and to give them the care. and 
nourishment they must have if they 
live, or if they ever become able to 
take their places-among other children, 
such person is requested to commuhi- 
cate with the aid department, Georgia 
Children's Home society. 

All the medical treatment and care 
for the children is given voluntarily 
by some of the best physicians in the 
city. The only need, therefore, is the 
small amount of money to defray the 
expenses of their home care and board.

Charge Is Made That Drugs 
Were Furnished to Large 
White Clientele. 


Charged with serving a clientele of 
some 25 to 50 white people with nar- 
cotic drugs in violation of the Harri- 
son anti-narcotic act, J. S. Cheshire, a 
negro doctor, is out on bond, and his 
hearing is set for next Wednesday. 

Cheshire lives at 9 Chestnut. street 
and is the proprietor of a drug store 
at 96 Decatur street. He also main- 
tains an office at 31% Ivy street. 

Cheshire was arrested Friday by fed- 
eral and city officers who raided the 
store and office and searched his home. 

Officers say that they found no nar- 
cotic drugs at the store, but in a mat- 
tress in the office found 6 or 8 grains 
of morphine and an empty cocaine bot- 
tle. They found additional morphine 
at his residence and found on 
Cheshire’s person a bottle containing 
about 100 grains of morphine, in half- 
grain tablets, and also a hypodermic 
needle, they say. 

It is said that Cheshire had a “sys- 
tem” of dispensing morphine, and that 
he obtained $4 and upward per drachm 
for it. Morphine retails legitimately 
at about $1.50 per drachm. 

Officers allege that he obtained from 
one white woman 38 upon promise to 
deliver to her at an unnamed time an 
unnamed amount of morphine.

MUCH SICKNESS IN 1914 
IN UNITED STATES ARMY 
\ 


Washington, April 22.—Officers and 
soldiers of the United States army were 
sidk oftener and longer in 1914 than 
any other body of men which came 
unger observation of the public health 
service, according to a report on dis- 
ability statistics published today. 

During the year, the report says, 629 
enlisted men out of every thousand in 
the army were admitted to sick re- 
port. Misability due to disease was at 
the rate of 498 per thousand and due 
to injury 131. The average disability 
lasted thirteen and a half days and 
the average number of disability per 
year for all the enlisted personnel was 
eight and one-half. 

Government employees in Washinge- 
ton, according to statistics covering 16,- 
000 persons, lost oniy 5.84 days apiece, 
on an average, for disability, or nearly 
three days each less a year than for 
enlisted men. The report said the serv- 
ice was at a loss to understand this, 
inasmuch as a large percentage of gov- 
ernment employees are in middle or ei- 
derly life, while the big majority of 
enlisted men are in their twenties and 
are accepted only after rigid physical 
examinations. 

Men employed in the government 
civil service. the report shows. lost only 
4.82 days apiece from work, while wom- 
en lost 8.90 days each from disability. 
Thirteen men and twenty-four. women 
out of every thousand were off duty for 
disability every day.

Travel Through Jungles. 


“Leaving Port Barrios, on the east- 
ern coast, we traveled 30 miles by rail 
through jungles, overgrown with ma- 
jestic forests and splendid tropical veg- 
etation. These jungles are so rank 
— the sunshine rarely penetrates 
the 

“Sixty miles from the coast at an 
elevation of 250 feet, we reach Quirigua, 
where are located the offices, hotel and 
hospital of the United Fruit company. 
These are located in the midst of one 
of the company’s banana plantations, 
on which are employed many hundreds 
of laborers. The plantation extends 
for many miles, and railroads belong- 
ing to the company radiate in every 
direction, penetrating every section of 
the great farm. These railroads are 
used to facilitate collection of cargoes 
of the fruit for every outgoing 
steamer. 

“At this point, on the property of 
the United Fruit company are found 
the famous prehistorje ruins and mono- 
liths of an extinct race. The monoliths 
were quarried stones weighing from 
20,000 to 50,000 pounds, and how they 
were transported from the quarry sev- 
eral miles distant is an unsolved mys- 
tery. Archaeologists conjecture that 
possibly they may have been floated 
in boats through canals excavated for 
the purpose. Five or six of these mon- 
ster stones are about 35 feet long. by

For 
some unknown reason, perhaps a pes- 
tilence, the builders abandoned their 
great plaza of a populous city—about 
1,500 years ago—and emigrated per- 
haps to Yucatan, which country abounds 
riow in majestic ruins of temples and 
sacrificial altars, the remnants of many 
cities. 

Guatemala City. 


“Leaving Quirigua, the train com- 
mences a-rapid ascent to the--plateau, 
5,000 feet elevation, on which rests 
Guatemala City, the capital, a city of 
100,000 population. It is the largest 
city in Central America, and has a 
delightful climate, the 
ranging generally from 60 degrees to 
$5 degrees Fahrenheit. 

“Mark Twain said of the climate of 
San Francisco that it was so fickle 
and variable one should, on leaving 
the hotel in the morning, carry an 


the other. Guatemala is a parallel 


case. In the shade it is always cool, 
jin the sunshine always warm. 

“Its houses are nearly all one-story 
structures (as a precaution against 
earthquakes). Its streets are forty feet 
wide, sidewalks six feet, and the streets 
are paved with flagstones, similar to 
those in use in Pompeii at the time 
of that city’s destruction by voleanic 
eruption 2,000 years ago. Viewed from 
an elevation of 7,000 feet, it lies peace- 
fully in the valley, glittering white in 
the sunshine, overshadowed by volcanic 
mountains, reminding us of Jerusalem 
and other Asiatic cities as pictured by 
travelers,

Representative Park, in nie: usual 
cuiet, determined way, has béen work- 
ing for two years to bring about this 
result: fighting in congress for appro- 
priations to permit the department of 
agriculture to continue the experiments. 
which meant so much to south Geor- 
gia, and carefully watching the results 
accomplished at the experiment sta- 
tions at Cairo, Ga. and elsewhere by 
the bureau of chemistry. 

Secretary of Agriculture Houston, in 
a letter dated April 12, 1916, which Mr. 
Park put in the Congressional Record, 
states “our experiments have shown 
that it is possible to make a uniform 
syrup which will keep indefinitely.” 
This knowledge *gained in laboratory 
experiments will shortly be applied un- 
der actual manufacturing conditions.

We 
have as yet been able to apply the re- 
sults we have obtained only on a small 
scale, but there seems to be no reason 
why this method cannot be put on a 
Cc mercial basis. 

‘The contemplated future work on 
this subject involves the application of 
the method we have worked out on a 
scale comparable to that which is in 
use by the farmers of Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Florida, and other 
southern states. 

“We plan to set up evaporators at 
Cairo, p Sterling, La., and Pinellas 
Park, Fla., where our method can be 
given a thorough testing out. Our con- 
templated work also involves experi- 
ments to determine the best and cheap- 
est method of manufacturing» invertase 
from yeast, 2 

“We also plan to carry out a num- 
ber of experiments on the clarification 
of cane syrups, making the product 
clearer and brighter. 

If our experiments are successful, 
we also plan to find new uses for the 
syrup and to bring it to the attention 
of the trade in the various sections of 
this country, with a view to increase 
the demand for it. At present the de- 
mand for cane syrup is limited on ac- 
count of the readiness with which it | 
deteriorates and the difficulty of secur- 
ing a uniform product.” 


Vast Help to Sugar Cane District. 


Representative Park, in telling

 @e@eds of the communities, nor are they 
rising to the opportunities open in the 
field of agriculture, in the opinion of 
Professor William Hill, of the United 
States bureau of education, who has 
a t completed a three months’ per- 
Sonal study of the agricultural and ne- 
gro schools of the south. 

Professor Hill is preparing an ex- 
haustive and detailed report of his in- 
vestigations, to be submitted to Dr. 

mas Jesse Jones, specialist in ne- 
gro education, of the bureau of educa. 
tion of the United States government. 
He was in Atlanta for a short time 
Saturday, on his return to Washing- 
ton. 
Wide observation and study of our 
educational system, from the rural 

School through the university and the 
@gricultural college, convinces 
Said Professor Hill, “that they have 
deen drawing the most intelligent and 
enterprising of our farm boys and 
girls away from the country. The grad- 
uates from our agricultural schools are 
absorbed by the department of agri- 
culture, our agricultural colleges and 
other ‘overhead’ positions, so that ru- 
ral leadership is sadly lacking. 
Meeps Men From Meeting Real Needs. 

“Our schools, north and south, have 
thus kept our men from meeting the 
real needs of the country, and par- 
ticularly, I find, the agricultural 
schools of the south, and I have vis- 
ited most of them, are not giving the 
attention they should to practical farm 
training, and they are falling way 

ort of filling the real needs of the 

uth, They are not rising to the gold- 
en opportunities of the country—op- 
portunities I regard as being ahead 
of those of any other rural section of 
the country. They are fitting the 
youth of the south for mechanical, 
technical, and professional careers, 
when the overshadowing need of the 
country is for better farmers. 

“Our opportunities here—cheap land, 
excellent climate, long growing sea- 
son, fertile soil—I think, are ahead of 
those of any. other section of the Unit- 
ed States from an agricultural stand- 
point. I should rather undertake to 
make money by farming in the south 
than in the corn belt, or in any of our 
northern states, and here the land is 
only one-tenth as expensive ag any- 
where in the north.”

Negroes Require Different Training. 


“The negro must be credited with 
grosser ignorance or with greater cre- 
duilty than is charged against him if 
he is expected to make much effort to 
obtain an education for any kind of 
farming that has been open to him. 
Those institutions which are training 
negro teachers of agriculture, by ef- 
fective propaganda, expensive equip- 
ment, and substantial bribes, have in- 
duced moderate numbers to enter their 
agricultural courses. The best of these 
schools has graduated thirty-two from 
its agricultural course in ten years. 
Two of the thirty-two are farming, and 
sixteen are teaching agriclture. Nine 
are teaching other subjects. This dis- 
tribution is similar to that of the grad- 
uates of white agricultural colleges, 

“Few negroes are wanted in the pro- 
fessions, so the negro shools must not 
copy the white colleges too closely. 
Their training should be to develop 
abiilty to make a living by farming. 
A firm conviction on the part of 
teachers and students that doing is far 
more important than talking, so that, 
when necessary, classroom work will 


be sacrified to special needs of farm 


work, and at all times the results ac- 
complished in the farm work will be 
looked upon as a more significant test 
of educational advancement than writ- 
ten papers or recitations are, I regard 
as prime importance in the increasin 

of the effectiveness of our agricultura 
schools and colleges of the south.” 


Prefessor Hill a Pioneer. 


Profesor Hill is a pioneer in agricul- 
tural education in the classroom. For 
twenty years he was professor of agri- 
cultural economics in the University of 
icago—in fact, he introduced agri- 
culture as a course in the curriculum 
of that institution. He organized, too,

Rate Moultrie te A on Meat. 


The present rate from Moultrie to At- 
lanta on fresh meat is one of the commodity 
rates not dealt with in the petition. It 
would seem that anyone . a study of 
the petition for the purpose of reaching a 
fair understanding of its meaning, would 
have noted at once that the present commod- 
ity rate from Moultrie to Atlanta is not 
treated in the petition, and would have un- 
derstood that it would be treated in a sup- 
plemental petition as provided in Section 5. 

Manifestly, it was not practicable for the 
railroads to deal specifically in their ti- 
tion with every rate in the state without 
making the petition entirely too volummous 
and unwieldy.

Mrs. Davis was suddenly called 
away from the congress on account of 
the death of a brother. 

He reported the virtual success of the 
movement to renew the patent on the 
insignia of the daughters, the patent 
on which, obtained in 1890, has expired.

Exemption from taxation for the

MERCHANTS SHOULD BUY 
IN MODERATE. AMOUNTS 


This Is the Advice Given by 
E. G. Thomas, of Rice & 
Hutchins Co. 


E. G. Thomas, president of the Rice 
@& Hutchins Atlanta Co., wholesale 
shoe dealers, sounds a little note of 
warning to some merchants who might 
be inclined to overbuy. “Buy in moder- 
ate amounts,” is the advice he offers. 
In speaking Saturday along this line, 
Mr. Thomas said: 

„We have had the best Easter trade 
ever, and fall orders are pouring in 
with unceasing regularity. 

„J am an optimist, and like to be 
one, but cannot help sensing danger 
from the way some merchants are ap- 
parently over-buying, thus taking on 
obligations which, if completed, are 
very likely to seriously embarrass 
them later /on. 
to pay a ti 
to load up too heavily under present 
conditions. 

“While shoes are surely not as high 
in price as they will be, if the present 
situation remains unchanged, it must be 
remembered that there will always be 
plenty of shoes, and the line between 
success or failure in business is a nar- 
row one, often greatly affected by care- 
ful or careless buying. 

“This, in my judgmeht, is a time to 
be careful, regardless of arguments 
used to induce extravagant buying. If 
my advice were sought, I would say 
buy now in moderate amounts, and 
buy more as needed. I feel sure more 
real money can be made that way than 
by plunging at present.”

AMERICAN TOURISTS 
WELCOME IN CANADA 


Many dusturbing and unfounded ru- 
mos are current in the United States 
regarding the difficulties. met with by 
American visitors entering Canada, and 
this has led Superintendent W. D. 
Scott, of the department of the interior 
at Ottawa, to issue a vigorous state- 
ment of the views of the Dominion gov- 
ernment on this subject. 

“The Canadian government,” says 
Mr. Scott, “views sympathetically the 
tourist traffic, and out of the thou- 
sands who visited various parts of 
Canada last year I think very few had 
any reason to complain of their treat- 
ment. We shall continue to welcome 
bona fide tourists and visitors as in 
other years, but I may say frankly 
that there are people of certain na- 
tionalities that we cannot encourage 
to visit Canada while the war is in 
progress. 

“Passports are entirely unnecessary, 
they have never been called for in the 
past, are not now, and are not likely 
to be, so far as travel between the 
United States and Canada is concern- 


ed. 

“All United States citizens, whether 
by birth or naturalization, are accord- 
ed the same treatment. Persons born 
in Germany, Austro-Hungary, Bulga- 
ria or Turkey and who still remain 
citizens of one or the other of these 
countries, should not visit Canada at 
this time. Persons born in one or the 
other of the countries named, but who 
have been naturalized in the United 
States, may visit Canada if they so de- 
sire, but they should carry their United 
States naturalization papers as a means 
of identification. Persons who are cit- 
izens of friendly or neutral countries 
may visit Canada with the same free- 
dom accorded to United States citi- 
zens. 

“Conscription does not exist In Can- 
ada and is not contemplated, although 
it has been much talked of in the Unit- 
ed States, especially by certain inter- 
ests unfavorable to nada. No one 
need, therefore, miss visiting Canada 
through fear of conscription. . 

“This letter may be accepted as fi- 
nal on the subject with which it deals, 
and I trust that American tourists who 
this year desire to visit Canada will 
not be deterred by false rumors spread 
Dy thoughtless or mischievous per- 
sons.”

From. that day Davies was known as 
Parson.“ and he finally had to accept 


the sobriquet and make the best of if. 


Spectacular Career. 

The spectacular and romantic career 
of Davies could be woven into a mighty 
entertaining tale that would fill a vol- 
ume. The Parson was interested in 
sports of all sorts. While he made his 
debut as a promoter of walking matches 
his greatest fame was gained as a 
manager of grag Some of the 
greatest stars of the ring were at one 


wing. He was a well-known figure at 
the race track and at other sporting 
events, and was at times engaged in 
the theatrical business. He made and 
lost fortunes in his palmy days, but 
saved out of the wreck enough to keep 
the wolf from the door in his declining 
years. ö 

The Parsop was at various times the 
manager of the pugilistic destinies of 
such stars as Peter Jackson, Joe 
Choynski, Tommy Ryan, Charlie Mitch- 
ell, Jake Kilrain, Jim Hall and Jack 
Burke, the Irish lad.“ 

It was the Parson who first intro- 
duced John L. Sullivan to the stage. 
He managed the Boston Strong Boy 
when he played the leading role in 
“Honest earts and Willing Hands.“ 
The Parson could write a book about 
that experience alone. Sullivan was a 
mighty difficult’ fellow to handle in 
those days, and the Parson and Dun- 
can Harrison, John L.'s dramatic train- 
er, had their hands full. The big hit 
of the melodrama came when John 
pressed his hands to his forehead and 
registered deep emotion, saying, “Let 
me think! Let me think!“ This wasn't 
intended as humor by the auther of 
the drama, but the audiences always 
screamed. The Parson also staged Pe- 
ter Jackson in Uncle Tom's Cabin,“ 
and the Australian black made a big 
hit. 

Peter Jackson was the 
heavyweight ever, 9 to the 
Parson. The Parson managed Peter for 
five years, and, despite the differences 
in the color of their skins. the Irish- 
man and the African were fast friends. 
Peter was under the 
when he fought Jim Corbett in San 
Francis¢o about a quarter of àa century 
ago. They went sixty-one rounds to a 
draw. <Aceording to the Parson, Jack- 
son would have Won if he hadn't been

Parson’s wing interference, 


insulting language to Dixon on that oc- 
casion aroused the ire of Tom O'Rourke, 
Dixon’s manager, and Tom told the 
Parson that he*would never rest until 
Choynski had been licked, and by a 
black man at that. O’Rourke was as 
true as his word, for Joé was after- 
ward whipped by Joe Walcott, the squat 
black welterweight. 

As a manager of turbulent and unruly 
fighting men the Parson has had 
mighty few equals. The biggest and 
boldest of his charges were afraid of 
Davies, and what he told them to do 
they usually did do without any back 
talk. The 
man. who ever tamed Jim Hall, the 
Australian middleweight. Hall was a 
hard man tO manage, and when under 
the influence of booze he had an ugly 
disposition. On onè occasion in Detroit, 
when. the Parson was his manager, the 
pugilist threatened to beat the Parson 
within an inch of his life. Jim hadn't 
been long with the Parson and didn't 
know him, else he would have made 
no such threats. The argument took 
place in frent of a bar, and, when Hal 
was most threatening, the Parson 
reached over and picked up a small, 
sharp knife which the barkeeper had 
just used to cut a lemon. Without a 
word, Davies dodged the clenched fist 
of Hall and stuck the blade into the 
pugilist’s neck. Hall was effectually 
sobered, and the bleeding boxer was led 
8 by his manager to a surgeon. Hall 
carried the scar to his dying day, and 
he never afterward trifled with the 
Parson. 

Managed Ryan. 


Parson Davies was the manager off 


Tommy Ryan when the Syracuse fight- 
er defended his title against Mysterious 
Billy Smith a Coney Island in 1895. The 
Parson posted 81,000 weight forfeit, and 
Ryan had a hard time saving it. Tom- 
my was in poor condition when he 
climbed into the ring, and Smith had 
all the best of it for several rounds. 
In t eleventh round Billy landed a 
clip Ryah’s jaw that looked like a 
knockout wallop, but the cops swarmed 
into the ring and Tommy was saved. 
After an interval of ten minutes the 
fight was resumed. Tommy seemed to 
have gairied his second wind, and, he 
was giving Smith a thorough drubbing 
when the harness bulls again interfered 
with the festivities in the eighteenth 
round. The Parson had entered into 
an agreement with Jim Wescott, 
Smith’s backer, that the fight was to 
in case of official 
and so the affair went 
down in the record books as a draw 
battle. In reality there were two 
fights, Smith winning the first and 
Ryan the second.
